SUBJECT OF SPECIAL MEETING 
A Special Town Meeting has 
been called by the Board of 

Selectmen, for June 9th in or- 
der to act on the growing cri- 
sis of the Nichols Street wa- 
ter Main, 

Called by the Selectmen last 
Monday, during the course of 
their regular meeting, the 
Town Meeting will also consid- 
er any other article which has 
been properly submitted within 
the time limit set by the Sel- 
ectmen - 9 pm next Monday. 

Fairmeadow & Jere Roads 

The crux of the question, 
which has been growing in im~- 
portance during the past few 
weeks is the notice from the 
Town of Tewksbury that water 
now supplied to Fairmeadow and 
Jere Roads, in West Wilmington 
Will not be supplied after Ju- 
ly first. ~ 

In order for Wilmington to 
supply water to this district 
a main must be laid on Nichols 
Street. part of the Water De- 
partment article on Water Main 
extensions, during the annual 
town meeting sought to have 
this authorized, but the town 
turned it down on a plea from 
some of the Nichols Street re- 
sidents, who argued that they 
would derive no benefit, and 
would have to pay all the cost 
under the Betterment Law, a- 
dopted by the town in 1955. 

No Alternative 

A letter read by the Select- 
men, from Town Counsel Philip 
Buzzell left no alternative to 
the Selectmen than to call, for 
a special meeting. 

Tewksbury voted a year ago to 
shut off the water for this 
area, but the time limit was 
extended by Tewksbury offi- 
cials, on receipt of a plea 
from Wilmington Selectmen and 
Water Commissioners. 
Selectman Frank Hagerty, Mon- 
day evening declared that he 
felt that Tewksbury would not 
extend its time limit again, 
if Wilmington showed no sign 
of trying to cope with the 
situation. 

Buzzell’s letter declared 
that the town has to lay the 
disputed water main under the 
Betterment Act, and further 
stated that it is not possible 
to rescind the Act at this 
time, only in an Annual Town 
Meeting, because it was in an 
Annual Town Meeting that it 
was accepted. 

Chairman Hagerty read a 
statement during the Select- 
men’s meeting which put the 
cost to a Nichols Street res- 
ident at a sum in excess of 
$300, for a 100 foot lot.

SALE OF TOW BONDS TO 
HALSEY STVART DECLARE) TO 
TE AT EXCELLENT RATE 

The sale of $587,000 in town 
bonds, on May 8th., to Halsey 
Stuart & Co., 35 Wall Street, 
New York City at a price of 
$100, 377 gnd an interest rate 
of 2.60% has been declared to 
be an excellent rate for the 
Town of Wilmington. 

Wilmington still retains the 
AA rating of Moody, recently 
redetermined. 

Acting Town Manager Calabrese 
Monday night, compared the 
sale to comparative sales by 
the State of Connecticut, and 
the City of Worcester, both of 
which have AAA Moody ratings. 

Connecticut received a bid of 
2.50 percent, and Worcester 
one of 2.40 percent. This 
gives Wilmington a fine compar 
ison, Calabrese stated, and 
shows the relative advantages 
obtained by the Double A Moody 
Rating. 

The net rate, as a result of 
the premium paid for the bonds 
was 2.56%. $400,000 of the 
bonds was for the addition to 
the High School, $152,000 for 
the new standpipe and $35,000 
for the Water Department.

This other firm 
had failed to file their copy 
of the bid with the Town Ac- 
countant, and were thus dis- 
qualified. 

He thought that it was very 
unfair to call for new bids. 
Acting Town Manager Fred Cal - 
brese told the Selectmen that 
the price of the lowest bid 


befare theYrwas about $500 lower, and that 


he felt that if he could save 
$500 for the town he per- 
*fectly justified in calling 
for new bids, 

| A good deal of the argument 
stemmed around the type of a~ 
xles to be furnished, The 
specifications called for a 
16,000 pound rear axle, and 
the lowest bidder had substi - 
tuted a 15,000 pound axle. 

O'Neil stated that this made 
a considerable difference, and 
went s long way towards making 
up the $500 difference in the 
lower bid 
Calabrese thought that this 
was a minor difference, which 
was allowable under the terms 
of the bid 
He stated that he had checked 
with experts, men who did not 
represent either Chevrolet or 
the other company, but impar- 
tial men, before arriving at 
this decision. 

‘If there is an outside 
chance that I ‘can save $500 
for the Town it is my duty to 
try to save that money’ Cala- 
brese stated. 

O'Neil’s rejoineer was that 
he also had a duty to the mer- 
chants of the town, who bid 
their very lowest possible 
price, and then were being 
forced, at a considerable dis- 
advantage, to resubmit bids 
because somebody in competi- 
tion to them had made a mis- 
take.

THE COST AND GAMBLE OF URBAN ~ RENEWAL 


Now that Urban Renewal Funds have been allo- 
cated to the Town of Wilmington there arises in 
the mine@s cf some people two thoughts - one 
that the Wilmington Taxpayeris gping to pay as 
a whole for the betterment of one segment of 
the town of Wilmington, and two, that the whole 
thing is just a gamble, in as much as the Wil- 
mington Housing Authority is going tc have to 
persuade stores to locate in the Urban Renewal 
center, which possibly might not happen. 

It is oly fair that these questions be e- 
xamined. 

Wilmington's contribution to the Urban Re- 
newal project will be $200,000. If the taxpayer 
has to dig this art of his pocket it is cer- 
tainly a large enough sum of money to make us 
pause and reflect. 

But the chances are that very little if any 
of the $200,000 will come out of Wilmingtm's 
tax receipts. We say this advisedly, for the 
final course cf action has yet tc be devel oped, 
but we can still say this with at least a de- 
gree of certainity. 

In the first place it must be remembered 
that a direct cash contribution is not required 
The Urban Renewal Authorities prefer that a 
town or city instead make its contribution in 
the fam of improvements to the area concerned. 

In our own particular case there are twe 
methods at least, that comes to our mind in 
which we can make this contributim, and in ef- 
fect kill two birds with one stone. 

There is a third item that some persons 
might think would fit in this categery but 
waild not. . 

The third item, at’ least to our way of think 
ing, is the new police station. We could not 
fit this into the Urban Renewal project because 
the town intends tp use it, and it would thus 
be in the position of being the purchaser of 
the police statica, and be required to pay for 
it, as will cther purchasers of ¢ther prpperty 
within the project. The Palice Station can be 
ruled out, as far as capitalizing on Urban Re- 
newal is concerned, 

But Sewerage for Wilmingtm Square, and the 
new streets fam the Urban Renewal prcject are 
a different matter. 

As was stated in this codumn a few weeks ago 
there is to be, eventually, a sewer line which 
will rpughly fdlow the line of the Boston & 
Main railroad from the Woburn line tc Wil ming- 
ton Square. 

Purely as an uninfprmed guess, we would haz- 
ard that such @ sewer line will cost in excess 
of $150,000 - maybe over $200,000. 

It will have to be installed semetime cr o- 
ther. It will have to be paid for in one way or 
another, just what manner is not yet determined

Commissioners are also to be the Sewer Camis- 
simmers, and then find out what the resulting 
board will determine and rule. 

But pay for it in me manner or another we 
will, 

Such a sewer line is to be installed eventu- 
ally, Urban Renewal or not. 

If it is also installed as part cof the Urban 
Renewal project, it can be credited to the 
project. This will not in any way effect the 
manner of paying, as determined by the Sewer 
Cmmissioners. But it will go a 1 mg way, if 
not all the way, towards paying for the Wil- 
mington share of the Urban Renewal Project. If 
the sewer line is worth $200,000, the physical 
contribution of this line to the project will 
entirely meet the tom's responsibility tc the 
Urban Renewal Authority, and not one cent of 
other contribution will be needed. 

If the sewer project does not reach a total 
of $200,000 there is still the streets that 
will have to be built within the praject. Such 
streets will have to be paid for, by the town, 
but can be built as part of the regular high- 
way prqram, and thus in effect mean no extra 
expenditures by the town. 

Not mly that, but if the Town Manager and 
the Selectmen can persuade the County Commis- 
sioners that such a street is important enaigh 
ta be considered under the Chapter 90 Pr ram, 
we would get a cash refund of 75% of the cost 
cf constructia. The fact that we got a cash 
refund would not detract in any way from its 
contributing value to the Urban Renewal Author- 
ity. 

There are undoubtedly other things too, such 
as, for instance, the taking of the old Wal ter 
School, which is spon to be torn down in any e- 
vent. The value o. the school, if it is torn 
dom by the Urban Renewal, will be a credit to 
the Town of Wilmington. If it were tp be just 
tan down by the Town of Wilmington there would 
be no such credit. We caild go m, but by this 
time we believe the reader has the general idea 

Urban Renewal should not cost the taxpayer 
of Wilmington ome red cent, by way of direct 
cantribution. 

The relocation cf Wilmington's stores, and 
the persuasion of large Bostm stores ta 1 oate 
here, as is hoped, is a horse of a different 
col or. 

It is at this point that injustices cald be 
made, unless extreme care is taken. The Wil- 
mington Haising Authority, we believe, recogni- 
zes this, and will guard against it. 

It is also at this point that the element of 
gambling enters the picture - althaigh there

By six pm of the same day 
there were, by actual count 
61 men and boys lining the 
pool at Jenks, They must have 
taken out several hundred of 
the finnies. 

We are told that a Boston 
newspaper published the news 
Thursday - anyway it didn’t 
take long to get around, 
Several dozen catchs of ‘the 
limit’ have been reported, all 
being of the variety of ‘I saw 
a guy - It couldn’t be a case 
of the guy being the same man 
in each and every instance, so 
Someone has had good fishing. 
The biggest we have heard of 
is a 13 inch brookie by Bill 
Hanna, of Wing Road.
